Applicant's election of Invention I, Claim 1, in their response of January 26, 2004 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Claims 2-36 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected Inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Claim 1 is hereby examined on its merits.

The elected Claim, 1, is limited to a crystal of the PI3Ky set forth by residues 144-1 102 
of SEQ ID NO: 1. The utility of the protein set forth by residues 144-1 102 of SEQ ID NO: 1, as 
having PI3Ky activity, is credible based on the disclose of the Applicants (pg 12, lines 1-3). 
Furthermore, SEQ ID NO: 1 has homology to a known PI3Ky. Stephens et al, 1997 teach a 
protein having PI3Ky activity (Figs 4 & 5) which has 99.9% identity with SEQ ID NO: 1 .
